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PREFACE, 


— 


AN ancient writer has said that “it is foolish to make a long prologue,” and his aphorism must not 
be disregarded in the present instance. 

Contrary to the fears of many worthy brethren of the craft, and perhaps of a few interested 
enemies, the Freemasons’ Liber Musicus has escaped the fate of brief existence usually attendant on 
many attempts made hitherto to establish a work brought out in numbers, for the especial use of a 
society, the most antique, useful, and select in the universe. Having completed nearly two years in 
its present form, as a periodical publication, with the approbation of the highest brethren of the craft, 
it now appears in the more natural and imposing shape of a volume, not unworthy, it 1s to be hoped, 
of the library of the Masonic Lodge, the scholar, and the gentleman, both as a work of usefulness 
and instruction <n its proper sphere. 

It would be wholly inconsistent with the spirit which brought the Freemasons’ Liber Musrcus 
into existence, to speak of its claim to the approbation of the Masonic brethren in terms of egotistical 
praise. But, without offence to Masonic taste, some license may be allowed to the editor in explaining 
to the Masonic brethren, into whose hands it is most likely to fall, the objects he had in view in 
projecting the work—-the difficulties he had to encounter in its progress—and the measure of artistic 
success which has followed his labours. 

Several portions of the musica] pieces in this work have been in use for ages in the working 
of Masonic Lodges in this and other countries. These effusions have emanated far more from the 
heart than from the head, and the editor, therefore, is not indifferent as to their merits in a literary 
and musical point of view. Without them the work would be incomplete, as they have become 
with the Masonic world fixtures of standard value; the editor has reclothed them with a new dress 
in the present work, which is well calculated to effect the Masonic good, as far as the musical 
portion of the working of a Masonic Lodge is concerned; and that not of a fleeting but of a 
permanent character. It is not usual to be so explicit; but a preface should be true and natural, 
not affected and commonplace. 

From numerous brethren the editor obtained most active and cordial support; and to acquire 
the knowledge that there are so many who will sympathize with one who ventures to launch his 
bark on the troubled waters of criticism, would of itself be sufficient to render the publication of 
the Freemasons’ Liber Musicus an object of ambition. 

The editor has read of an astronomer and a painter, one of whom was, when a boy, whipped 
by his father for wasting his time in watching the stars from the belfry of a church; the other, 
while tending his sheep, felt delight in making rude sketches of them; and he also remembers the 
fable of the old man, who was obliged to pelt the boy with stones before he could dislodge him 
from the tree where he was enjoying the apples. There were two differences between that boy and 
the editor of the Freemasons’ Liber Musicus, for he has not, he trusts, stolen any of the musival 
fruit, and he would not be driven down from the tree. 

“Let Hercules himself say what he may, 
The cat will mew, the dog will have his day.” 
And if he is to be arraigned before a jury on a charge of having offered sacrifices at the 
shrine of Apollo, he will plead guilty, or stand his trial without caring to challenge the array.. He 
| adopts the principle of Lord Bacon, that “utility” is the grand test of whether a matter should or 
should not be pursued; and he recollects that though “the useful may be the beautiful,” the 
beautiful is also useful. 

The motives which have encouraged him to persevere and bring to a close the Freemasons’ 
Inber Musicus, amidst numerous engagements and duties which connect him with society by almost 
every tie of his professional avocations, have been a love of, and high admiration for, the brethren 
of the Mystic Tie, with an earnest desire to produce a practical work worthy of the estimation of 
his Masonic brethren. He is not, however, arrogant enough to suppose that he has been able to do 
justice to so extensive and diversified a subject. Precluded by serious and indispensable duties from 
levoting to it a continual attention, the editor is apprehensive that musical points of importance may 
either have escaped his diligence, or may be imperfectly given; an inability of which he is fully 
sensible, but for which he does not mean to trouble his brethren with any further apologies. Such 
as it is, he submits the Freemasons’ Inber Musicus to the Judgment of his Masonic brethren; ready 
to acknowledge, though not pleased to reflect, that the disadvantages under which an editor labours 
are no excuse for the imperfections of his work.

FUNERAL 


The ceremonies which are observed on the occasion of funerals are highly 
xppropriate; they are performed as a melancholy Masonic duty, and as a 
token of respect and affection to the memory of a departed brother. No 
Freemason can be interred with the formalities of the Order, unless it be at 
his own request, or by that of some of his family, communicated to the 
Master of the Lodge of which he died a member—foreigners or sojourners 
excepted ; nor unless he has received the Master’s degree, and from this 
restriction there can be no exception. Fellow-Crafts and Apprentices are 
not entitled to funeral obsequies ; nor to attend the Masonic processions on 
such occasions. 

The Master of a Lodge, having received notice of a Master Mason’s death, 
and of his request to be interred with the ceremonies of the Order, fixes the 
day and hour for the funeral, and issues his command to summon the Lodge. 
He may invite as many Lodges as he thinks proper, and the members of those 
may accompany their officers in form; but the whole ceremony must be under 
the direction of the Master of the Lodge of which the deceased belonged, 
and he and his officers must be duly honoured and cheerfully obeyed on the 
occasion ; but in case the deceased was not a member of either the attending 
Lodges, the procession and ceremony must be under the direction of the 
Master of the oldest Lodge. 

All the brethren who walk in procession should observe, as much as possible, 
uniformity in their dress; black clothes, with white gloves and aprons, and a 
band of black crape on the left arm, are most suitable. 

The brethren being assembled at the Lodge-room (or some other convenient 
place), the presiding officer opens the Lodge in the third degree; and, having 
stated the purpose of the meeting, a procession is then formed, which moves 
to the house of the deceased, and thence to the place of interment; every 
brother carrying a sprig of evergreen.

If the deceased was a member of a Royal Arch Chapter and a Commandery 
of Knights Templar (and members of those bodies should unite in the proc: s- 
sion, clovhed as such), the former will follow the Past Masters, and the latter 
will act as an escort or guard of honour to the corpse, outside the Pall- 
bearers, marching in the form of a triangle; the officers of the Commandery 
forming the base of the triangle, with the Eminent Commander in the centre. 

When the procession has arrived at the place of interment, the members of 
the Lodge should form a circle around the grave; when the Master, Chaplain, 
and other officers of the acting Lodge, take their position at the head of the 
grave, and the mourners at the foot. J ; 

After the Clergyman has performed the religious service of the Church, the 
Masonic service should begin. 


SERVICES AT THE GRAVE. 


The Chaplain rehearses the following or some other appropriate Prayer : 

Almighty and most merciful Father, we adore thee as the God of time and 
eternity. As it has pleased thee to take from the light of our abode one dear 
to our hearts, we beseech thee to bless and sanctify unto us this dispensation 
of thy providence. Inspire our hearts with wisdom from on high, that we 
may glorify thee in all our ways. May we realize that thine all-seeing eye is 
upon us, and be influenced by the spirit of truth and love to perfect obedience 
—that we may enjoy the divine approbation here below. And when our toils 
on earth shall bave ended, may we be raised to the enjoyment of fadeless light 
and immortal life in that kingdom where faith and hope shall eaod—and love 
end joy prevail through eternal ages. And thine, O righteous Father, shall 
be the plory for ever.—AMEN. 

Re:ponse.—So mote it be. 

The following exhortation is then g:ven by the Master: 

BRETHREN: ‘(he solemn notes that betoken the dissolution of this earthly 
tabernacle have again alarmed our outer door, and another spirit has been 
summoned to the land where our fathers have gone before us. Again we are 
called to assemble among the habitations of the dead, to behold the ‘ narrow 
house appointed for all living.” Here, around us, in that peace which the 
world cannot give or take away, sleep the unnumbered dead. ‘The gentle 
breeze fans their verdant covering, they heed it not; the sunshine and the 
storm pass over them, and they are not disturbed ; stones and lettered monu- 
ments symbolize the affection of surviving friends, yet no sound proceecs 
from them, save that silent but thrilling admonition, “Seek ye the narrow path 
and the straight gate that lead unto eternal life.” ; ; 

We are again called upon to consider the uncertainty of human life; the 
immutable certainty of death, and the vanity of all human pursuits. Decrepi- 
tude and decay are written upon every living thing. ‘he cradle and the coffin 
stand in juxtaposition to each other; and it is a melancholy truth, that so soon 
as we begin to live, that moment also we begin to die. It is passing strange 
that, notwithstanding the daily mementos of mortality that cross our path— 
notwithstanding the funeral bell so often tolls in our ears, and the “ mournful 
procession” goes about our streets, that we will not more seriously consider 
our approaching fate. We go on from design to design, add hope to hope, 
and lay out plans for the employment of many years, until we are suddenly 
alarmed at the approach of the Messenger of Death, at a moment when we 
least expect him, and which we probably conclude to be the meridian of our 
existence.

What, then, are all the externals of human dignity, the power of wealth, the 
dreams of ambition, the pride of intellect, or the charms of beauty, when 
nature has paid her just debt? Fix your eyes on the last sad scene, and view 
life stript of its ornaments, and exposed in its natural meanness, and you 
must be persuaded of the utter emptiness of these delusions. In the grave, 
all fallacies are detected, all ranks are levelled, all distinctions are done away. 
Here the sceptre of the prince and the staff of the beggar are laid side by side. 

While we drop the sympathetic tear over the grave of our deceased brother, 
let us cast around his foibles, whatever they may have been, the broad mantle 
of Masonic charity, nor withhold from his memory the commendation that his 
virtues claim at our hands. Perfection on earth has never yet been attained ; 
the wisest, as well as the best of men, have gone astray. Suffer, then, the 
ee of human nature to plead for him who can no longer plead for 

inself. 

Our present meeting and proceedings will have been vain and useless, if they 
fail to excite our serious reflections, and strengthen our resolutions of amend- 
meut. Be then persuaded, my brethren, by this example, of the uncertainty 
of human life—of the unsubstantial nature of all its pursuits, and no longer 
postpone the all-important concern of preparing for eternity. Let us each 
embrace the present moment, and, while time and opportunity permit, prepare 
with care for that great change which we all know must come, when the plea- 
sures of the world shall cease to delight, and be as a poison to our lips; and 
while we may enjoy the happy reflection of a well-spent life in the exercise of 
piety and virtue, will yield the only comfort and consolation. Thus shall our 
hopes be not frustrated, nor we hurried unprepared into the presence of that 
all-wise and powerful Judge, to whom the secrets of all hearts are known. 
Let us resolve to maintain with sincerity the dignified character of our profes- 
sion. May our faith be evinced in a correct moral walk and deportment ; 
may our hope be bright as the.glorious mysteries that will be revealed here- 
after ; and our charity boundless as the wants of our fellow-creatures. And 
having faithfully discharged the great duties which we owe to God, to our 
neighbour, and ourselves, when at last it shall please the Grand Master of the 
universe to summon us into his eternal presence, may the trestle-board of our 
whole lives pass such inspection that it may be given unto each of us to ‘eat 
the hidden manna,” and to receive the “‘ white stone with a new uame.” that 
will insure perpetual and unspeakable happiness at his right hand 

The Master then (presenting the apron) continues: 

The lambskin, or white apron, is the emblem of innocence and the badge of 
a Mason. It is more ancient than the Golden Fleece or Roman Eagle more 
honourable than the Star and Garter, when worthily worn. 

The Master then deposits it in the grave. 

This emblem I now deposit in the grave of our deceased brother. Bx it we 
are reminded of the universal dominion of Death. The arm of triendship 
cannot interpose to prevent his coming ; the wealth of the world canuo pur- 
chase our release ; nor will the innocence of youth, nor the charms @ beauty, 
propitiate his purpose. The mattock, the coffin, and the melancholy grave, 
admonish us of our mortality, and that, sooner or later, these frail bodies must 
moulder in their parent dust. 

The Master (holding the evergreen) continues : 

This evergreen, which once marked the temporary resting-place of tne illus- 
trious dead, is an emblem of our faith in the immortality of the soul. By this 
we are reminded that we have an immortal part within us, that shall survive 
the grave, and which shall never, never, NEVER die. By it we are admonished 
that, though, like our brother, whose remains lie before us, we shall soon be 
clothed in the habiliments of Dearn, and deposited in the silent tomb, yet 
through our belief in the mercy of Gop, we may confidently hope that our 
souls will bloom in eternal spring. This, too, I deposit in the grave, with the 
exclamation, ‘‘ Alas, my brother! ” 

The Brethren then move in procession around the place of interment, and severally drop 
the sprig of evergreen into the grave ; after which, the public grand honours* are given. 

The Master then continues the ceremony :— 


From time immemorial, it has been the custom among the Fraternity of 
Free and Accepted Masons, at the request of a brother, to accompany his 
remains to the place of interment, and there to deposit them with the usual 
formalities. 

In conformity to this usage, and at the request of our deceased brother, 
whose memory we revere, and whose loss we now deplore, we have assembled 
in the character of Masons, to offer up to his memory, before the world, the 
last tribute of our affection; thereby demonstrating the sincerity of our past 
esteem for him, and our steady attachment to the principles of the Order. 

The Great Creator having been pleased, out of his infinite nercy, to remove 
our brother from the cares and troubles of this transitory existence, to a state 
of endless duration, thus severing another link from the fraternal chain that 
binds us together; may we, who survive him, be more strongly cemented in 
the ties of union and friendship; that, during the short space allotted us here, 
we may wisely and usefully employ our time; and in the reciprocal intercourse 
of kindly and friendly acts, mutually promote the welfare and happiness of 
each other. Unto-the grave we have consigned the body of our deceased 
brother; earth to earth (earth being sprinkled on the coffin,) ashes to ashes, 
(more earth,) dust to dust, (more earth,) there to remain till the trump shall 
sound on the resurrection morn. We can cheerfully leave him in the hands of 
a Being who has done all things well; who is glorious in holiness, fearful in 
praises, doing wonders. 

Yo those of his immediate relatives and friends who are most heart-stricken 
at the loss we have all sustained, we have but little of this world’s consolatioa 
to offer. We can only sincerely, deeply, and most affectionately sympathise 
with them in their afflictive bereavement. But we can say, that He who tem- 
pers the wind to the shorn Jamb looks down with infinite compassion upon the 
widow and fatherless, in the hour of their desolation; and that the Great 
Architect will fold the arms of his love and protection around those who put 
their trust in him. 

Then let us improve this solemn warning, that at last, when the sheeted 
dead are stirring, when the great white throne is set, we shall receive from the 
Omniscient Judge the thrilling invitation, ‘‘Come, ye blessed, inherit tlie 
kingdom prepared for you from the foundation of the world.” 


* The grand honours practised among Masons during the burial ceremonies are given ia 
the following manner: Both arms are crossed cn the breast, the left uppermost, and the open 
palms of the hands striking the shoulders; they are then raised above the head, the palms 
striking each other, and then made to fall sharply on the thighs, with the head bowed. This 
is repeated three times. While the honours are being given the third time, the Brethren 
audibly pronounce the following words—when the arms are crossed on the breast :—‘‘ We 
cherish his memory here ;” when the hands are extended above the head—“ We commend his 
spirit to Gop who gave it;” and when the hands are extended toward the ground—‘ And 
consign his body to the earth.”
